Of course, the doctors say that they 
are not trying to be kill-joys but arc 
merely offering some advice that, if 
followed, will make it possible to en­ 
joy a jaunt back to nature and still 
come home unaffected by such trou­ 
bles. 
Poison Ivy is the most common of 
the three weeds entioned, the doctors 
and health men say. 
It may appear 
as a single stalk or as a vine or 
plant. The distinguishing marks are 
the blossy three-leaved clusters. Five 
leaved plants are not dangerous the 
doctors assert. The bushes may carry 
whitiáh-green berries, and these ber­ 
ries are dangerous. 
They may ap­ 
pear on either poison oak or 
poison 
sumac as well as on ivy. The author­ 
ities say that poison sumac and poi­ 
son oak are not so common as the 
ivy and that comparatively few people 
are worried by poisoning from these 
two. 
v The poisoning may show at once or 
from three or four days later.

proper thing to do, the doctors say, i? 
to see a doctor, which one not men 
tioned. 
Gasoline and boric acid are 
good washes for such cases and 
a 
strong solution of baking soda is also 
held to be helpful. 
It may be that these warnings will 
be hailed with delight by some per­ 
sons, who will use them for a wea­ 
pon when in danger of being dragged 
away from the newspaper by saying 
'the poison ivy will get you If you 
don’t watch out.”
